apolis, the 
two farmers hav e been 
constantly on W hite’s heels, since the

All they 
hav e to d o, so they claim, is to get a 
man in Ind ianapolis with the money 
and the 
inclination to bu y “ green 
good s” —the rest is easy . Once he pu ts 
u p his'money , he is at their mercy . 
They need not giv e him any thing in 
retu rn, as he has no recou rse. 
He 
cannot go into the cou rts or d emand 
arrests, as the pu blicity that wou ld 
follow wou ld mean ex posu re for him 
in the com m u nity 
where he liv es. 
And pu blicity wou ld mean that the 
v ictim ’s intentions—that of going i n - 1 
to a scheme to d efrau d others—wou ld 
be known to all [his neighbors and 


friend s. 
As a ru le—and a ru le with 
v try few ex ceptions—the man d efrau d ­ 
ed throu gh the “ ov er hau led and im ­ 
prov ed green good s gam e” nev er say s 
a word bu t goes his way , with bowed 
head , a heav y heart and a light pu rse. 
Nine chances ou t cf ten, his wife or 
brothers will nev er be taken into his 
confid ence aad told how he had play ed 
the part of a “ su cker.” 
Hence, the 
g-ime is su ccessfu lly worked by the 
confid ence men, w ithou t fear of d etec­ 
tion. 
It is u nd erstood that sev eral 
farmers in Ru sh cou nty hav e been 
taken in on tins game in the past two 
y ears.

You ng Ru ff, 
it is s*id , confronted the accu sed men 
with a d raw n rev olv er, when he had 
called them together for a conference, 
and at the point of the gu n, mad e 
them retu rn $10,000 or one-half of the 
money seenred .

and 
threatened to hav e all parties con­ 
cerned arrested if it was net promptly 
retu rned .

Petersburg, Ind., Jan. 16. —A regular 
tiger hunt is in progress in this coun­ 
ty , and fully 200 farmers and citiens 
of Jasper, 
Otwell, 
Petersburg and 
Winslow hav e quit their work to en­ 
list their serv ices in capturing or kill­ 
ing the tiger. 
The beast first made 
its appearance near Otwell, elev en 
miles northeast of here, last week, 
and has so terrorized the citizens for 
a radius of eight miles that farmers- 
fear to leav e their houses at night.

T he Cap ercailzie Imp o rted Fro m S w e­ 
d en to Sto ck Mo u n tain Fo rests. 
Two strange b irds have arrived in 
Denver, having journeyed all the way 
from Sweden. Now they are domiciled 
In inclosure 70 at the city park. If the 
plans of their owner, W. F. Kendrick, 
succeed, they will b e the progenitors 
of a new race of b irds in the Colorado 
mountains, says the Denver Post. 
They are the capercailzie, pronounc­ 
ed caper-kel-zi, and are the size of a 
« mall turkey. 
In hab it they are much 
like 
grouse 
and 
ptarmigan. 
They 
thrive b est at timb er line and sub sist 
on pine spruce and hemlock b oughs 
anil mountain b erries. 
Mr. Kendrick, who is tremendously 
Interested in b irds and animals, lias 
had an amb ition for some time to start 
tb e b reeding of these b irds in Colorado 
b ecause of their rarity and b eauty. 
He has already b red and lib erated 
thousands of pheasants, b ut the caper­ 
cailzie were hard to get.
